A  WORD  ON  ROMAN  BRONZES 

During  recent  years  Roman  bronze  coins  have  been  neglected  by  most 
collectors.  Due  to  lack  of  competition  they  have  not  been  affected  by  the 
substantial  rise  in  prices  common  today  to  most  other  fields  of  coin  collect¬ 
ing. 

From  an  artistic  point  of  view  the  portraits  and  also  the  reverses  of 
the  sestertii  are  comparable  in  quality  to  those  of  the  finest  aurei.  Really 
choice  sestertii  are  as  rare  as  aurei  and  hence  years  ago  commanded  equally 
high  prices.  Naturally  their  condition  goes  through  the  whole  scale — from 
F.  D.  C.  down  to  poor — and  each  grade  varies  within  itself  according  to  the 
kind  of  patination.  We  believe  it  is  impossible  to  grade  such  an  enormous 
variety  of  conditions  in  the  usual  three  grade  F..  V.  F.,  and  E.  F.  For  that 
reason  we  have  adopted  the  full  scale  as  used  in  sales  catalogues  of  two 
and  three  decades  ago,  to  which  we  have  often  referred  for  comparative  state 
of  condition.  Therefore  a  collector  need  not  be  hesitant  to  bid  on  a  coin 
graded  “Fine”  or  “Good.”  In  our  scale  a  coin  described  as  good  is  not 
poor  in  condition,  but  is  only  slightly  worn  with  most  of  its  details  and 
legend  recognizable.  When  the  condition  of  obverse  and  reverse  is  dif¬ 
ferent,  we  have  supplied  a  grading  for  each  side  of  the  piece.  Thus  F./G. 
means,  the  obverse,  is  “Fine,”  the  reverse  “Good.” 

On  obverse  is  always  the  head  or  bust  of  the  emperor  unless  described 
otherwise.

COLLECTION  OF  MAUNDY  MONEY 

This  money  was  first  issued  under  the  reign  of  Charles  II  to  conform 
to  the  old  custom  of  distributing  the  royal  bounty  to  certain  poor  persons 
on  Maundy  or  Holy  Thursday.  The  name  seems  to  be  derived  from  the 
maund  or  bag  in  which  they  were  carried.  The  coins  are  not  intended  for 
currency  but  are,  nevertheless,  legal  tender.  The  coins  are  listed  in  sets 
of  four  pieces  consisting  of  silver  Fourpence  or  Groats,  Threepence,  Two¬ 
pence  or  Half  Groats,  and  Pennies.

1913  U.  S.  Five-Cent  Nickel  with  Liberty  Head.  Un¬ 
circulated,  sharp,  with  bold  impression.

As  is  well  known,  the  regular  issue  of  the  Liberty 
head  nickels  was  discontinued  in  1912,  and  the  Buf¬ 
falo  nickels  appeared  in  1913,  but  a  few  specimens 
with  the  Liberty  head  were  struck  and  released  by 
the  mint  in  1913.  These  few  coins  were  purchased 
about  15  years  later  by  the  late  Col.  E.  H.  R.  Green. 
One  of  these  changed  hands  and  went  into  the  col¬ 
lection  of  Mr.  Fred  E.  Olsen*  of  Alton,  III.  When  his 
collection  came  on  the  market  in  1944  this  coin 
fetched  $3750.00.  To  the  collector  of  today,  this 
coin  is  better  known  and  of  greater  fame  than  our 
1804  Silver  Dollar.  It  is,  of  course,  considered  as  one 
of  our  greatest  rarities  from  every  point  of  view,  and 
rightly  so.  Certainly  this  great  coin  will  prove  a  most 
gratifying  source  of  possession  to  the  fortunate  owner 
and  also  a  profitable  investment  as  well.  It  is  dif¬ 
ficult  to  place  a  value  on  a  coin  of  this  kind,  but  in 
my  opinion  an  estimate  should  be  figured  at 
$4000.00.
